It  was  one  of 
those  rare  tours  where  Elvis  starts  off  great  and  each  night  is  a 
little  better.  Elvis  had  lost  so  much  weight  all  suits  had  to  again 
be  taken  in.  Elvis  had  not  looked  better  in  over  a year.  The  New 
Year’s  Eve  show,  the  last  show  of  the  tour  and  the  last  show  of 
1976  was  the  best  show  of  the  entire  year.  On  this  tour  Elvis 
started  doing  the  great  “Unchained  Melody’’  Elvis  wore  the  same 
suits  as  the  last  two  tours  except  for  New  Year’s  Eve  when  he 
wore  the  old  white  with  black  eagle.

TOUR  NUMBER  1 OF  1977 


Kicking  off  earlier  than  last  year,  maybe  there  will  be  more  than 
nine  in  1977.  One  new  suit  too.  This  one  a Mexican  sundial.  The 
last  show  on  the  tour  Elvis  did  ‘Moody  Blues.’  But  doing  it 
required  special  work  from  many  people.  I’ll  give  you  a little  more 
“behind  the  scenes’’  info. 

Doing  a song  in  the  studio  and  doing  it  live  are  two  different 
things.  In  order  for  Elvis  to  sing  ‘Moody  Blues’  Someone  had  to 
go  out,  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  buy  the  latest  Elvis 
record.  Then  bring  it  back  to  the  hotel,  have  it  taped,  bring  in  the 
band  to  re-learn  their  individual  parts.  So  Monday  night  Elvis  did 
his  new  hit  single  without  a hitch.  But  only  because  they  had  gone 
out  and  bought  the  record  that  afternoon. 


‘Unchained  Melody’  was  taped  live  in  Charlotte,  N.C.  on  Sunday, 
February  20.  This  should  be  out  soon. 


It  was  not  exactly  hot,  but  the  weather  was  kind  of  nice  for  this 
February  tour  in  the  South.

TOUR  NUMBER  2 GOES  BUST 

For  the  first  time  ever  an  Elvis  tour  was  cancelled  right  In  the 
middle.  Only  6 of  the  ten  cities  got  to  see  any  action.  Baton 
Rouge,  Mobile,  Macon,  and  Jacksonville  were  the  last  four;  and 
the  cancelled  four. 

The  reason  released  to  the  press  was  intestinal  flu.  Elvis  checked 
into  the  hospital  in  Memphis  for  only  a couple  days  then  went  to 
Graceland. 

Lots  of  people  disappointed,  but  everyone  agrees  it  would  be 
better  not  to  see  Elvis  than  to  see  him  when  he’s  not  feeling  his 
best. 

Only  two  suits  were  being  used.  The  King  of  Spades  and  the 
Mexican  Sundial. 

The  four  cancelled  cities  were  tacked  on  to  the  end  of  Tour 
Number  4. 


TOUR  3 IS  A WINNER 

After  a few  days  in  the  hospital  Elvis  returned  to  Graceland. 
The  third  tour  was  about  two  weeks  away  and  Elvis  had  to  get 
ready  for  it. 

Up  until  the  last  minute  Greensboro  and  Detroit  were  uncertain. 
But  the  tour  did  start  and  once  it  got  going  it  was  great.  I guess 
the  highlight  was  Ann  Arbor. 

Again  the  Mexican  Sundial  and  King  of  Spades  were  used. 

The  fans  who  were  at  this  tour  were  lucky.  It  was  a real  winner.

Also  “Little  Darlin’;”  now  the  big  wait  is  for  RCA  to  release  “Softly.” 
Frankly  I’m  surprised  it  isn’t  on  this  album.  It  should  have  been. 

The  genius  with  the  idea  of  making  the  record  blue  is  to  be 
congratulated.  You  can  bet  it  will  be  a collector’s  item.  RCA  says  only 
200  thousand  will  be  blue.  The  rest  black,  as  usual. 

The  outside  of  the  album  “sucks.” 

A little  bitty  2 inch  contrasty  picture  down  at  the  bottom  of  the  jacket  on 
the  front  and  a bigger  out  of  focus  picture  on  the  back. 

Both  photos  would  have  been  thrown  in  the  trash  by  anybody  with  half 
a brain.

I had  the  metal  plates  that  were  used  to  print  The  Life  of  Elvis  Book  cut 
apart  in  pages  and  was  going  to  put  them  on  a wall  in  my  house.
